3 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
4 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

11 () an entity or individua that purchases electricity or gasfor its
12 own useor for the use of its subsidiaries or affiliates;
